A new mobile asphalt heater 
to be purchased by Newmarket 
is expected to save many road 
maintenance headaches. This 
piece of equipment which is call- 
ed a Chausse kettle will cost 
$1,150. It will be paid for out of 
current finances. There was no 
preparation made for it in the 
annual budget and Mayor Vale 
opposed the expenditure. 

Chairman of the roads and 
bridge committee, Frank Bowser; 
said that asphalt hot mix patch- 
ing could be done by town work- 
men. He said that the edge of 
new resurfacing on paved streets 
could be protected by asphalt in- 
stead of gravel. 

"A couple of rains will often 
wash away the gravel at the edge 
of pavement and eventually some 
cf the pavement will wear away " 

said Mr. Bowser. 

Town engineer Denne Bos- 
worth said that the life of new 
pavement could be prolonged if 
hair cracks could be filled with 
hot asphalt. 

"We can repair and fill holes 
on such secondary streets as 
Queen and Second. Eventually, 
we will have a sound base on 
such streets. They can be resur- 
faced like the rest of the paved 
streets," said Mr. Bosworth. By 
patching on secondary roads a 
saving could be made by reduc- 
ing gravelling and oiling.

"Reporters were not told last 
week haw much cash was stolen. 
I guess that figure of $23,000 was 
a guess made by a reporter," he 
said. He did not say how much 
of the loot was cash. He said 
that few personal securities and 
bonds were molested, "Of course 
everything is covered by insur- 
ance.'V Mr. Redditt said. 

Inspector Franks of the crim- 
inal investigation department, 
O.P.P., is working on the case. 
Chief Constable William Hill of 
North Gwillimbury is co-operat- 
ing. Mr. Hill was the first police- 
man to arrive at the bank. He 
was called by the manager last 
Thursday morning around 8 
o'clock as soon as the robbery 
was discovered. . '' 

According to police reports 
there were no fingerprints left 
by the safecrackers. Police are 
said to have no information to 
prove who committed the robbery 
but that there are definite sug- 
gestions that a known group car- 
ried out the operations. It is 
hoped that the robbery may be 
traced when stolen bonds ore 
sold.

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mended that the county of York 
offer its full co-operation to the 
provincial and dominion govern- 
ments in the placing, care and 
supervision of refugee children 
and that the strictest economy be 
practised in compiling the budget 
for county expenditures so that 
as much money as possible be set 
aside to assist in the financial re- 
quirements of the dominion's war 
efforts. 
In 1940, the county council 

again took the lead in national 

affairs by petitioning the federal 
government to grant free trans- 
portation on the railways to sold- 
iers, sailors and air force men on 
active service. 

In 1941, the Toronto Normal 
school was turned over to the de- 
partment of national defence to 
accommodate No. 6 initial train- 
ing school. The Normal school 
staff and students were transfer- 
red to the Earl Kitchener public 
school on Pape Ave. ■ • 

In 1944 a copy of a resolution 
was forwarded to the officer com- 
manding the Irish Regiment of 
Canada moving that the members 
of the council of the county of 
York expressed its pride and 
appreciation of the fine work be- 
ing done by the members of the 
Irish Regiment of Canada in the 
Italian campaign particularly in 
view of the fact that a large pro- 
portion of the Irish Regiment per- 
sonnel was from the county of 
York- 
Ask Harvest Leave 

The same year the county 
council petitioned the dominion 
government to grant special 60- 
day harvest leave to experienced 
farm workers among the soldiers 
on duty in Canada. In order to 
harvest a record crop of hay and 
grain 500 would be required in 
the county of York alone. 

De Haviland Aircraft of Can- 
ada Ltd. requested that Dufferin 
St. between Sheppard and Wil- 
son Avenues be closed to permit 
the company to extend its run- 
ways. A diversionary road, one- 
half mile east, would be con- 
structed and maintained by the 
dominion government. 

Forty-three thousand, three 
hundred dollars was divided by 
county council in 1945, among the 
organizations carrying on patri- 
otic work. 

By 1946 the Holland Marsh at 
Holland Landing had been turned 
into a profitable farming com- 
munity. It includes about 6,500 
acres reclaimed from the marsh 
which used to lie there. Potatoes, 
lettuce, celery and onions now 
grow on these choice lands. 

Recently the growers, Chinese, 
Japanese and Europeans, formed 
the Bradford Cooperative Stor- 
age Ltd. and built a storage plant 
worth $25,000. This plant en- 
abled the growers to store their 
produce to await a favorable mar- 
ket. 

It was agreed when Dufferin 
St. north from Wilson Ave.. was 
closed that after the war this por- 
tion of the street would be re- 
opened six months after the ter- 
mination of hostilities. However, 
when that time arrived, the 
county council was of the opinion 
that the airport should be main- 
tained at its present size, and 
that the portion of Dufferin St., 
closed for the purpose of provid- 
ing for the extension, should re- 
main closed in the interests of 
public welfare. 
War Secret 

I A secret kept for seven years 
was finally divulged in October, 
1947. In 1940 the Canadian gov- 
ernment bought 27 acres of land 
on lot 0, con. 4, township of 
Markham, and constructed an 
underground transmitting sta- 
tion from which to carry on ex- 
periments in radar. In October, 
1947, the War Assets Corporation 

offered the land and buildings for 
sale. 

The coacn used by Sir Guy 
Carleton, Lord Dorchester, gov- 
ernor of Canada from 1786 to 
1790, was presented to the Arch- 
ives of the dominion Of Canada 

by the present Lord Dorchester. 
The following article appeared 
in the Toronto Evening Telegram 
in W7: "U.S. border guards are 
apparently not very familiar with 
the distinguished history of the 
Queen's York Rangers (first 
American regiment). If they 
were, a certain Toronto citizen 
might not hove reached a wed- 
ding in Detroit. You sec, he was 
trying to cross the border at that 
city and when he was asked for 
identification, he produced his 
driver's license, his membership 
cards for the Granite club and 
the Toronto board of trade. 
None of these satisfied the U.S. 
official as proof of Identity. As 
a last desperate experiment, the 
gentleman dug up his associate 
member's card to the officers* 
mess of the QYR. The immigra- 
tion man took the card, scowled 
at it, and then as his eye caught 
the words 1st American Regiment 
hii face lit up and he Mid: 



didn't you show me thi* before? 
There wouldn't have been any 
trouble." 

Perhaps if he knew that the 
Rangers won .their title by fight- 
ing long and valiantly against the 
American Revolutionary forces 
back in 1776, he might not have 
been so agreeable.

The intersection of Prospect and Gorham Sts. was 
widened, and a corner cut back some time ago in an 
attempt to reduce the traffic hazard which existed 
there. Although greatly lessened, the hazard still re- 
mains* Cars travelling s u t h on Prospect St are 
screened from cars travelling west on Gorham St. by 
the extension of the north-east corner. 

The intersection/ since it has been changed, has 
become too wide for convenient crossing, particularly 
for children who must cross it on their way to school 
from the south end of town. On Monday a child home- 
ward bound from school was saved from serious injury 
by an alert driver at the intersection/ The next time, 
however, the driver may not be so alert. 

We have no suggestion as to how tho corner can 
be improved. The streets intersect at an awkward 
angle. Cars travelling north approach the corner going 
down hill; travelling east and west, they go up hill.." It 
would be a niajor operation to level the intersection. 
The only reasonable possibility seems to be to post 
the corner with warning signs; that, and appointing 
someone to escort children across the corner when 
attending or returning from school. 
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in Ontario. Separate and public school 3upporters pay 
the same levy; one-thirteenth of the total revenue b 
then paid to the separate school board and the remain- 
der is paid to the public school board.

Mrs. M. B. Seldon, public school board chairman, 
went on record with the board's willingness to co- 
operate with the separate school board on matters 
affecting both school systems. The sentiment was 
echoed by Mr. Arthur Peppiatt, chairman of the sep- 
arate school board. They are not idle statements 3ince . 
both boards have in the past used the same manual 
training and domestic science classes, and the joint 
use of classes as accommodation become available has 
been a frequent topic of discussion at board meetings.

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The Newmarket t o w n council has added to the 
duties of a committee on annexation consideration of. 
whether the town should .share in the cost of services 
in new sub-divisions. It is another step towards the 
establishment of something akin to a planning board; 
it is rather ironical that if a planning board had been 
in existence since the provincial legislation to support it 
had been passed, the problems of annexation and pay- 
ment of services might easily never have arisen. 

. The immediate issue is whether the town should 
continue to provide services to new sub-divisions under 
the local improvement plan by which the town shares 
a percentage of the cost. The c u s t o in elsewhere, 
asserts Reeve Arthur Evans, is for the real estate pro- 
moter to assume these costs himself. It was argued that 
provision of services by the town is an unwarranted 
assistance to the promoters. 

Whatever the justice of this argument, it continues 
to be worth noting that provincial legislation provides 
the means to establish a local planning board which 
would free council of needless debate while providing 
for council's consideration a consistent policy on mun- 
icipal planning and development. 

Briefly, The Planning Act, KM<5, provides for the 
appointment by council of a local planning hoard. This 
board's duties are to: "investigate and survey the 
physical, social and economic conditions in relation to 
the development of the planning area and perform such 
other duties of a planning nature as may l>e referred to 
it by the council, and without limiting the generality 
of the foregoing it shall, — 

(a) perpare maps, drawings, texts, statistical in- 
formation and other material necessary for the study, 
explanation and solution of problems or mailers affect- 
ing the development of the planning area; 

(b) hold public meetings and publish information 
for the purpose of obtaining the participation and co- 
operation of the inhabitants of the planning area in 
determining the solution of problems or matters affect- 
ing the development of the planning area; . 

(c) consult with any local ImminI having jurisdic- 
tion within the planning area; 

(d) prepare a plan of the planning area and rec- 
ommend it to the council for adoption; 

(e) recommend from time to time to tho council 
the implementation of any of the features i»f the 
Official plan." ... •*

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The Newmarket Era and Express has the doubtful . 
privilege of having been a problem for the conversion 
people. Operations in -the back shop were seriously 
curtailed last week, and somewhat hindered again this 
week. Perhaps the fault is on our doorstep; but we 
. ran alright before conversion. It seems: reasonable that 
we could expect to run alright for the next few years 
at least. Since conversion was undertaken, howevetv 
our operations, as noted above, have been somewhat 
handicapped. 

We remark on this, not in criticism of the way ; 
which the men on the job are going about it, but 
heeau.se of the vast difference in the way conversion 
was presented to us, and the way it has been. Th« 
change-over, we were told, would be a simple matter\ a, 
minor inconvenience which would last no longer than 
a few hours. We had expected a day's loss in production 
—no more. 

In varying degrees, our complaint is general among 
those who had difficulty at all during tho ^ai>gchOV<?r, 
Mo one we have talked to has particularly resented 
the. need to make the change or has had criticism of. 
the manner in which tho crews undertook the task. 
People were impressed by tho willingness and attention 
to detail shown by the men at work. But, they say and 
wo with theni, had wo been told that wo could expect 
prolonged inconvenience- and delay, we could havo 
better prepared for the event.

Until recently, a man could 
not join the Canadian army with- 
out at least two years* high 
schooling. The government has 
been the first to acknowledge 
that a matriculation certificate is 
not a bullet-proof vest by lower- 
ing the educational requirements 
of the forces. 

It did not require a $600,000 
high school to produce men like 
Lincoln, Edison, Henry Ford or 
Alexander Graham Bell. A 
country where a student can con- 
tinue going to school until he fin- 
ally passes the required nine sub- 
jects which our present civiliza- 
tion demands for promotion sure- 
ly needs a new set of educational 
standards. . 

There is something radically 
wrong with a system that forces 
us into a pattern at unbelievable 
cost yet has to provide grossing 
guards for school children be- 
cause there is not a school on 
either side of a main highway. 
Or- creates a situation where citi- 
zens have to meet in their homes 
to try and organize a kindergar- 
ten to give early training to their 
children. 

Possibly the Royal Commission 
under Chief Justice Hope which 
has been sitting, not for months 
but for years, will produce a pro- 
found solution. It is time this 
mad spending spree stopped. It 
only provides material evidence 
of boasted benefits yet can never 
be credited with actually having 
produced an educated citizen.

As vice president and 
member of the International 
Beard of the B and P, Miss Hind- 
man gave a graphic description 
of the recent conference of the 
International body held in Ixm- 
don, England, in July- 
Considering the numbers at- 
tending this gathering from the 
United States, Canada, New Zea- 
land, Australia, Cuba and the 
Scandinavian countries, there 
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was a miracle of agreement in 
the important matters coming 
before the conference for its con- 
sideration and action. The co- 
operation between women in 
politics representing the extreme 
right and the extreme left, was 
noteworthy and gratifying, said 
the speaker. It required courage 
and confidence to deal with mat- 
ters effecting women leaders in 
Soviet controlled countries, she 
continued, especially where the 
welfare of such leaders might be 
jeopardized. 

It was evident that women in 
occupied countries bad lost their 
initiative, that they were not so 
much concerned about woman's 
rights. '"They have been looking 
to us to give leadership," she 
said, "and in a sense we have not 
lived up to their expectation. 
Indifference, lassitude, lack of 
knowledge of world conditions as 
they effect you and me, too often 
hamper unified effort. Even two 
or three informed women work- 
ing together, can render a com- 
munity service that will bring 
about a well integrated popula- 
tion. Their services are not to 
be minimized. Let us realize 
what we have achieved so far, 
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and hold our heads high in pride 
as partners with the other mem- 
bers of the community who 
happen to be men," concluded 
the speaker. 

One hundred Canadian dele- j 
gates attended the conference 
which included in all 2,700 wo- 
men. An interesting item men- 
tioned by the speaker was Cana- 
da's contribution of sufficient 
ham to feed 1,000 guests at one 
of the luncheons and a half 
pound of chocolates for each of 
the 3,000 attending the grand 
banquet given in the famous 
Guild Hall. 

The meeting was presided over 
by the new president. Miss Mar- 
garet Hearn, and the speaker in- 
troduced by Miss Helen Baycroft. 
A vote of thanks was moved by 
Mrs. Dorothy Baker, past pres**| 
dent.

Sprin- 
kle tomatoes and onions with 
sugar, salt and pepper and dot 
bread crumbs with fat, having 
bread crumbs on top. Bake in a 
moderately hot oven, 375 degrees, 
for 30 minutes. Yield: six serv- 
ings.

Members of the Woodbridge, 
Schomberg, Markham and Sharon 
calf clubs, the York county baby 
beef club and the Victoria Square 
tractor maintenance club met at 
Richmond Hill on Saturday for a 
joint field day which included a 
judging competition, written ex- 
aminations, club demonstrations 
and a safe-driving competition. 

The boys and girls met at the 
fair grounds for instructions be- 
fore travelling to several farms 
in the district for a judging com- 
petition. The first stop was at 
Don Head Forms where the dairy 
clubs judged a class of Jersey 
cows while the beef club had a 
class of Aberdeen Angus heifers.
